So said Mr. R. Borlas& Matthews, 
Wh. Ex., A.M.Inst€.E., “M.LE.E., 
F.R,Ae.S., an extensive farmer and com- 
pany director, in the course of a paper 
entitled ‘‘ Electro-Farming,”’ read at a 
meeting of the Irish centre of the Institu- 
tion of Electrical Engineers in the Physics 
Laboratory, Trinity College, Dublin, on 
the 12th inst. 

Mr.- Laurence J. Kettle, President of the 
Irish Centre, said that Mr. -Matthews was 
well known not only in Great Britain, but 
outside it, and had an extensive knowledge 
vf Irish farming. 

Mr. ‘Matthews said that the subject was 
one of -very considerable importance to all 
natiéns. What was not generally realised 
was that more power was used by farming 
than by ‘all other industries put together. 
Ploughing by Electricity. 

The lecturer then showed the slides, illus- 
trating ploughing by electricity, and showing 
the system in Italy and in England. Why, 
he asked, should they plough. electrically’ 
One of the chief reasons was that the work 
was cartied out systematically; speed was 4n- 
creased, and the cost, at the usual rates at 
which electricity is “stpplied, was only half 
a crown an acre. This was a very low cost 

er acre with reliable machines that required 
aad attention than a steam engine. The onl 
attention required was the attention to swite 
on the controller. One of the advantages of 
electricity was that they paid for it only 
when they used it. : 

The slides illustrative of ploughing were 
followed by others showing the use of elec- 
tricity for reaping—where the knives were 
always ‘operating at the same speed—sheep- 
shearing, stacking barley, making hay, 
cutting chaff, making butter, separating 
cream, and milking cows. Electrie milking, 
said the lecturer, war a satisfying operation, 
but one must learn something about it. In 
England at present there were something over 
16, milking machines in use, and he knew 
one manufacturer who had»sold over 50,000. 
Scotland was.one of the many places where 
these machines had been used; and he was 


sure the Scottish farmer would not use milk- 
ing machines if they did not help him a bit. 
Another use for electricity was for lighting 
for laying birds. A great many people might 
think that that was like cruelty to animals, 
but it was not. Kindness was the best policy 
on the farm, and the farmer who was not 
kind would not get the best results. A bird 
could not see to eat in the dark. It had 
tak*n its quantity of food during the day, 
and by giving it this artificial ligne it paid 
them for their kindness by laying 20 per cent, 
more eggs, and at a time. when eggs are 
more expensive. . 

The i Aird incubator was explained, and 
also .the. effect. of electricity on the growth 
of plants, and on bees. The method of apply- 
ing electricity over crops in the field and 
stretching wires across the field was also 
dealt with,

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Agriculture a Business Matter. 


Agriculture was nothing in these days if 
it was not a business, said Mr, Matthews, 
and in future it must be treated from that 
angle. There was every need for the farmer 
to be as much a business man as the manu- 
facturer of commodities or the merchant. — If 
this aspect of farming was accepted, then ‘it 
was inevitable to foresee a gradual indus- 
trialising of rural life, in order that the 
ractice of farming might be more effective. 
t was very probable that in the future agri- 
culturists would have to look more and more 
to investigators of the type who achieved 
success, mainly because they were not 
hampered with traditional ideas about farm- 
mg. There was need for concentration of 
minds on methods and means which would 
cheapen production. without reducing the 
efficiency of farming operations. 4 

Mr. Matthews described his own farm at 
Greater Telcourt, East. Grinstead, . Sussex. 
Here the 600 acres are divided into approxi- 
mately three parts, 200 acres being arable, 
200 acres under grass, and a further 200 acres 
woodland. much of which was cleaned. during 
‘the war. The general aim was’ to make the 
farm as self-supporting as possible. The 
permanent farm buildin s were designed for 
ease in working. The econ Árhal: uipment, of 
the buildings was complete. he current 
was generated by utilising water power 
to rive a turbine. The current 
was conveyed over the farm. by overhead 
cables, while the buildings were supplied by 
the simple system of putting overhead cables 
round the ‘four sides of the building block, 
so that power could be tapped at any point 
when needed. The machinery necessary for 
dealing with the food and with the milk 
were all equipped with electric motors. 
Thus, root pulping, corn grinding, milk 
separating and cream churning were all 
operated in this way. In applying electrical 
power to these operations there was cleanness, 
efhciency and quickness. secured atone and 
the same time. The time occupied in start- 
ing ordinary motors and oil engines in winter 
was costly, whereas with electricity there was 
merely the turn of a switch and power was 
immediately available. Once the advantages 
of electricity were thoroughly . appreciated 
“am was bound to be a future for it on the 
arm. 


What One Unit Wili Do. 


One unit of electricity, which was able to 
light a forty candle-power lamp for twenty- 
five hours,, would: alternatively separate 280 
pee of milk, churn and work 165Ib. of 

utter, crush 25 bushels of oats, thresh 8 
bushels of. wheat, pulp 6 tons of roots, chaff 
lalf a ton of hay, break up 30 ewt. of cattle 
cake; and clip three or four horses. 

One of the features in connection with the 
peultry was the extension of the feeding 

eriod in. winter by the use of electric: light- 
ing. A clockwork devige secured.antomatic re- 
gulation whereby: the light. was first of all dim, 
ond then came on to full brightness, finally 
being dimmed again to permit the birds to 
100st. before it was extinguished. The pro- 
vision. of extra light at night in winter 
enabled the-fowls.to get more food, and, as 
a result, an increased output, of from 230 to 
BC eggs per hen was obtained. 

Another feature was a Buckeye Mammoth 
incubator, which had a capacity of 2,440 
eggs, and was equipped with an electrically- 
driven fan, so that air circulation was assured 
throughout. This system of working was to 
have a succession of chickens twice a week, 
this being obtained by lowering the egg trays 
in rotation, the live chickens coming ont on 
the bottom layers. The dimensions of this 
incubator were about .5 ft. by 5 ft. by 2 ft. 
3 ins. high, which showed that it was re- 
markably compact for the number of eggs it 
contained, Of equal importance was the 
hatching result, which last season worked out 
ac 834 per cent. of chickens. The brooder 
house was designed to hold 3,400 chickens. 
The poultry department had proved very 
profitable, the average egg output being 165 
per bird. : 


Working Arable Land. 


The working of arable land by the aid of 
electrical power Was still in the experimental 
siage, but it had been shown that 
ploughing could be successfully prac- 
tise by means of a cable-drawn 
balance plough. This had the advantage 
of saving t land from poaching and 
made it possible to take full advantage of 
the weather, and to speed up cultivation «n 
the farms. The great drawback to tractor 
power was that it tended to have a poaching 
effect, and, though steam tackle sets vere 
less objectionable, they were very cost'y to 
purchase, and were not always available 
when required if dependence was placed on 
a hired set. : 

There was one direction in which a definite 
success had been recorded in connection with 
the arable land, for the fitting of a dynamo 
on the tractor drawing the self-binder had 
made it possible to instal a small motor on 
the binder for the purpose of driving the 
cutting knife. This made the cutting of 
corn independent of the rate of the tractor 
and the driving wheel of the self-binder. So 
valuable had this proved in practice that it 
wa; possible to cut one-third more crop per 
day, with 3 ins. and 4 ins, more. straw 
attached. The value of power independent 
of the tractor or horses was now being in- 
creasingly recognised, and in some cases 
small petrol motors were attached to the 
self-binder to perform the same service. It 
was frequently found that the rate of cutting 
under normal conditions was much too slow 
to get. the best results, often owing to wheel 
slips, and so forth, and this was cured by 
this independent power.

500° Blectrical Farms. 


Mr. = Matthews . mentioned that to 
day over 52 British farmers were 
using electricity on their farms 
and the number was fast increasing. Nearly 
a million iarmers in other countries were em- 
ploying “W, so that a considerable amount of 
Over 200 uses for 
electricity had already been found on farms. 
Uwing to this large number of uses a larm 
with one electric motor, and, perhaps, an 
electric cooker,.could not be called electrified. 
At least a dozen uses were needed to justify 
this descrption.- Supply undertakings must 
give advice in order that the supply may be 


profitable, both to them and to the farmers. 


Farm electrification meant much more than 
belting a standard industrial motor to the 
existing agricultural machines, and each case 
must be carefully considered on its merits. 

The standard of wiring for farm buildings 
was gradua'ly being raised, as it was very 
important to eliminate fire risk. Contrary te 
town practice, it was customary to run the 
conductors otitside the buildings under the 
eaves of the roof. One reason was that the 
buildings were usually old, and, again, dur- 
ing much of the year the wiring would he 
inaccessible if run inside, stored crops occupy- 
ing all the available space. For the interior 
wiring of the buildings where live stock is 
K@pt, such as stables and cow-houses, it was 
important to use . conductors which conld 
withstand: a steamy atmosphere, often im- 
pregnated with either uric acid or ammonia 
fumes. 

Bare overhead conductors mounted on por- 
celain insulators were often used. The 
switches were then also mounted overhead, 
being controlled by turn reds running down 
the walls to convenient positions, where they 
were supported by simple bearings. Lead- 
composition-cevered cables -often gave a. good 
through . chemical action. 
Where steel conduct was emploved it must 
be served with hemp or similar material, im- 
pregnated with an oily paint. The best in- 
sulated conductor for farm “purposes, in his 


experience, was that known as Maconite. This 
will withstand stable fumes and high tem- 


peratures, such as that “of a dairy steam 
boiler. When used in the open air, however, 
exposure to the sunshine seemed to dissolve 


out some .of the gums in the composition. 


It was uséful to provide a number of out- 
lets for hand lamps. To avoid accidents due 
to faulty designs, the type of hand lamp to 
In many parts 


used, small transformers were employed to 
reduce the standard lizhting voltage of 220 
volts to 50, or even 25 volts for nse with the 
hand ‘lamp. Ontlets for electric motors 
should be of an interlocked type. in which a 
ping cannot be removed or inserted unless the 
socket is dead. 


What to do When Starting. 


A farmer starting to use electricity 
generally , begins with one or two portable 
motors. After a few years, however, he finds 
it best. to adopt what is now becoming the 
standard “practice. and pmrchases motors to 
be permanently installed for individual drives. 
The time saved through not having to re- 
adjust portable motors more than outweighed 
the extra interest and depreciation. There 
were now agricultural-type motors on the 
market which, by thé use of self-contained 
compound-reduction gearing, could be Ei 
direct to the machine to be driven. his 
saved much ‘time by avoiding belts, which, in 
the hands of farm labourers unused to them, 
gave endless trouble. 

At least half an hour per day per man 
could be saved in the faeding of live stock 
by the aid of a good light. 


Use for Seedlings, 


In connection with the transplanting of 
seedlings and the one-night treatment of 
greenhouse plants to obtain more rapid pro- 
gress, Mr. Matthews said that ordinarily 
when seedlings were pricked out they were 
apt to fall down and become wilted by the 
next day. However, when electric light was 
applied during the night the seedlings were 


fresh and vigorous the next morning; in fact, 
they developed nearly a week's normal growth 


overnight. With six hours’ light each night 


daffodils flowered in four days and narcissi in 
seven days. 


In other words, the application 
of electric light had accomplished three otf 
four weeks’ growth in four to seven days. 


The illumination was much more intense than 
previously tried, 1,000 watt gas-filled lamps 


and large enamelled parabole reflectors being 
placed close above the plants. 
It. was found in practice that an electric 


panes could be kept fully occupied for at 


east 200 days in the year, and that was quite 
a reasonable period over which to spread 


interest and depreciation. 


Why Not Good for the Farmer? 
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Why Farming is Unattractive. 


Mr. George Marshall Harriss, proposing a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Matthews, said that 
the subject dealt with was one of great im- 
portance to this country, and, incidentally, 
to electrical engineers. It was a fact that 
farm work was unattractive to the young 
men—unless they might be proprietors—be- 
cause of the amount of manual labour that 
had to be performed, and because such labour 
could only be poorly paid, but by putting 
tools or appliances in the hands of one man 
that would enable him, without physical exer- 
tion and merely by the exercise of ordinary 
intelligence, to do the work of six men, they 
would then be able to pay him at a much 
higher rate: the standard of intelligence be- 
came greater and the work became immedi- 
ately atlractive. He believed that if this 
could. be done, such appliances would do more 
to bring the people back to the land than all 
the legislation that could be devised. 

That mechanical devices can be applied to 


farming they had seen ably demonstrated 
there by Mr. Matthews. It had been made | 
perfectly clear that the appliances and the | 
method of their use were well known and in! 
everyday use; that they had been well tried, | 
and that no great special experience was | 
called for from the ordinary electrical engineer 
engaged in the ordinary work that he carries 
out—often much more complicated than occurs 
on the farm. From experience of the appli- 
cation of electrical power, and of farming re- 
quirements, from reading a good deal of 
voluminous American literature on this sub- 
ject, from a recent visit to farms in Switzer- 
land where. electricity is supplied, and last, 
but not least, from the admirable lecture 
they had had there that night, he could 
assure those who were not technical, but who 
so largely influenced the direction in which it 
could be taken, that there was sufficient 
material at hand for the application of elec- 
tricity to the farm when it was available. 


Does tt Help Growth. 


There was one question that occurred: to 
him when Mr, Matthews referred to the wires 
stretched across the field, charged with elec- 
tricity and inducing growth. There was a 
man in England who had patented 
a device of stretching a wire across 
plants: the wire was insulated and 
this man claimed that the application of 
electricity would induce a growth in the plant, 
He assumed that the theory was that this 
wire, struck by ether waves, would set up 
a current of electricity—as they knew. it 
would—and that that would induce growth. 
He would like to ask Mr. Matthews had he 
looked into that at all, or was it a patent that 
was no good. He had great pleasure, indeed, 
In proposing a most hearty vote of thanks to 
Mr. Matthews for his interesting and de- 
lightful lecture. 

Mr. Matthews, replying to Mr. Marshall 
Harriss, said that people looked upon 
electrical farming as a new thing. He had 
in his possession a book 150 years old, which 
dealt with earth currents for the treatment of 
plants. There were several different methods 
of electrical. culture, but he only mentioned 
one in his lecture, which seemed to be the 
most promising. The way it was carried out 
in France and Germany at present was by 
putting a post in the garden and running the 
wire down the post and continued on down 
towards the plant, instead of being put in the 
ground. It had been tried both under an 
over the plant, and, of the two, he thought, 
it was better to put the “ire in the ground 
under he plant. Electrical farm experimental 
work was not quite as easy as many 
mechanical-method experiments, because they 
must go over a number of years to decide 
which was the best in any new methods. 


One Advantage. 


Mr. William Tatlow, M.A., B.A.L., 
M.1.E.E., Lecturer in Engineering, 
Trinity College, Dublin, seconding the motion, 
said that many people who believed in oil 
engines wrote to the papers about them dis- 
agreeing with electric motors, and at first 
sight there seemed to be a good deal to be 
said for the oil engine, because thev could 
move their engine about and not have electric 
wires, but as Mr. Matthews had told them, 
the oil engine required a certain amount of 
Supervision and was likely to stop at the 
critical moment when all the men were work- 
ing at it.. In addition to that, the electric 
motor was a motor that worked very economi- 
cally—at a very small fraction of its full 
power, He thought that if—and as they all] 
hoped—electricity would be used to a con- 
siderable extent in this country, and would 
be available for farm purposes, there would 
he a wide knowledge of elementary electricity 
spread through the country, so that no one 
would be at a loss if a small accident 
happened to know what te do. This know- 
ledge was very desirable, because, with it, 
a man would not have to send from the West 
of Ireland to Dublin to know why his motor 
would not go. ; 

One question he would like to ask Mr. 
Matthews was in regard to the distribution 
system and overhead wires; the way in which 
contact was made with hooks. Were there 
many accidents? It seemed rather like invit- 
ing trouble to put a high-pressure system 
in and leave the working of it in the hands of 
an agricultural population who did not know 
much about it. Had Mr. Matthews ex- 
perienced many accidents from electric shocks 
in the working of these machines? 

Mr. Matthews said that when giving his 
illustrations he did not mean that permanent 
connections should be done in a casual, way. 
He meant a permanent connection which 
would be made by a competent electrician. 
On the Continent, however, there were 
methods by which farmers themselves could 
hitch on their big threshing motors, and, 
therefore, any reasonably careful family 
could make that connection. He had never 
heard of ah accident there, even with hooking 
on overhead wires. 


Value of Oil Tractors. 


Mr. John J. Murphy, Town Clerk of 
Dublin, supporting the motion, said that, on 
behalf of those who were not electrical 
engineers, he wished to tender to Mr. 
Matthews their thanks for thé manner in 
which the lecture had been given. He had 
great hopes that the distribution of elec- 
tricity from the Shannon and other schemes 
would be of great assistance to the country. 
Most of the farmers in a large way in Dublin 
had gone away from horse traction, which 
was now the dearest form. He had had for 
some years past a small, handy oil tractor, 
which he bought for £100, and he did not 
think that an electric tractor could be got so 
cheap, or was more adaptable. He was 
satisfied that mechanical traction held a good 
deal in it which would be of great advan- 
tage to the farmer. This tractor had the 
advantage, he thought, of being obtainable at 
a small capital cost, and at the present time 
it was of great importance to the farmer. It

Practical Tests. 


Mr. Matthews replied that he had a list 
of the applications to which electricity could 
be put on the farm, and it was now over 
two hundred. On his own farm hg had 
sixty-seven of them, but some of the F were 
experimental.

Where a man had a good light, of course, it 
nee‘l not be electric light, but there was no | 
light that they. could obtain so easily as electric 
light, and he put electrie light in his own 
cow-barn some time ago, because he was | 
rather afraid of fire. After he had put it in | 
he found that: milk that was not spilled more 
than paid the ¢ost of electric lighting in that 
place. He also had made considerable use 
of oil tractors. His was made in Cork, and 
if they could not get electric ploughs, he 
would certainly recommend going in for one | 
of that type.

T'ractors Given Up. 


“I know several farmers. who got tractors, 
and gave them up,’ 
“not because the tractor did not do the work 
of ploughing stubble and that sort of thing, 
but because it would not complete. the job. 
To complete the job you must have a horse.” 
The average farmer in Ireland, with the 
horse, he added, would do all the work he 
wanted. Give the average farmer three or 
four horses, and he would run a farm of 80 
to 100 acres without any very great invested 
capital. With all these electrical threshing 
machines they must have a motor and a con- 
siderable: watt power, and if an Irish farmer 
was going to be satisfied with the height of 
straw shown in these slides he would soon 
be in the Bankruptcy Court.

NO DANGER OF ABUSE, 

Mr. Gorey said that while taking part in 
the funeral of the two Guards in Dublin that 
day he was very much impressed by the} 
solemn, imposing procession and the number | 
of sympathisers mussed on the footpaths.

He was convinced that 
those gunmen would not visit any house 
unless thev were absolutely certain that the 
people visited had no means of defending 
themselves. The country would. welcome any 
measure that would put an end to the ofara- 
tions of the cowardly Mackevard. 

DRILLING IN COUNTY CORK. 

Mr. Vaughan said that Deputy Johnsu.

The pirate guards on the 
bridge asked where they were, and while 
the second ófhcer and the captain was 
pointing ‘out the landmarks, the captain 
seized the land-line and stunned both the 
guards, and took possession of their two 
pistols, and 150 rounds of ammunition. 
The captain and second officer then 
quickly released their colleagues im- 
prisoned in the saloon, through the sky- 


light.

LONDON, Wednesday.

Diarmuid O’Hegarty were the only mem- 
bers of the Free State Delegation who 
made the journey to Cardington to-day to 
inspect R 101, the new mystery airship, 
which ‘is. likely to revolutionise travel in 
the skies. - will ‘not be ready until next 
year, when it will be sent on trial trips to 
the Dominions in preparation for its real 
work, which will be to carry on a regular 
air service between Great Britain and 

India. 

The peeps which the Dominign visitors 
had to-day at bits of the new model were 
sufficient to convince them that R 101 will 
eclipse Jules Verne inits wonders. It will 
stand tó the old airship of the Zeppelin 
tvpe in much the'same- relationship as the 
Berengaria stands at present to Noah’ 
Ark, and will be something completely new 
in the way of aircraft. 

The term a floating hotel has been 
hacknéyed sadly, but I can think of no 
other suitable description of R 101. When 
one thifiks of the short history of aerial 
transport it. makes one marvel, and: one’s 
imagination staggers before the prospect 
which it opens up.

HOTEL. 


The new airship will carry one hundred 
passengers, as well as ten tons of mails. 
It will have a dining saloon, capable of 
seating fifty persons at a time, and 
kitchens, in which. five-course dinners will 
be prepared.and hoisted to the saloon im 
lifts. There will be a ballroom, rooms for 
games of every kind, lounges, smoke rooms 
and promenade decks, access to which will 
be cained by eléctric elevators. 

The sleeping cabins will have two or four 
there will 
be shower baths for the passengers, and 
continuous wireless reception will be main- 
tained for the travellers’ amusement and 
information. 

Even a daily newspaper is contemplated, 
and the journey to Imdia will be ‘made in 
circumstances of. the ‘greatest laxury. Just 
think of it. No seasickness, no pitching 
or tossing—travel will be as smooth as a 
trip on a river steamer, and as comfortable 
as life in a first-class hotel., And it will 
come to pass. before any of us is a year 
older. 


70 MILES AN HOUR. 
R101 will be capable- of seventy miles 


an hour at an altitude of five thousand 
feet—a mile above the earth—it will have 
a cruising speed of more than a milé a 
minute, and .a’ range cf no less than four 
thousand -miles. 

The length over all will be 730 feet, with 
a diameter of 150 feet and a height of 140 
feet. ~ : 

There Will be five 600 h. p. engines, every 
one of which will be housed in a separate 
‘car slung from the body of the airship, 
and they -willsburn not ordinary petrol, 
which is too expensive, but the cheaper 
heavy gas, oil fuel, 

The R.101 has not yet been assembled, 
but all the parts are well advanced. Her 
girders are beitig made of stainless steel, 
which also ‘will be used for the propellers 
in order to resist tropical conditions, 
When the experimental flights have been 
made a regular service will be inaugurated 
by R 101 and the sister ship, R. 100, which 
is being built in Yorkshire, between 
Cardington and ‘Karachi, with an 
Egyptian’ port of call at Ismailia. 

It is hoped afterwards to extend these 
services to the Antipodean Dominions as 
well as. to Canada, but the problem of 
mooring masts must be solved before they 
can be undertaken. 


MOORING MAST PROBLEM. 


A mooring mast for an airship like 
R 101 costs a very great deal of money. 
The Australian Premier already has 
undertaken to provide two of these masts 
in the Commonwealth, but the other 
Dominions are bothered by the question 
of expense, particularly as a certain 
amount of financial risk is involved. The 
erection of a mooring mast must be an 
act of ‘faith, because without such a mast 
a flight to a Dominion will be out of the 
question, and until a trial has been made 
it will be impossible to decide whether or 
not. regular air services will be practi- 
cable. :

THE DEAD GUARDS 


PUBLIC FUNERAL IN 
DUBLIN, 


PRESIDENT’S ORATION: 
AT THE GRAVESIDE. 


With full civic and military honours 
Sergeant Fitzsimons and Guard Ward, 
who lost their lives in the raids om Civic 
Guard barracks on Sunday last, were given 
a public funeral in Dublin yesterday. 
President Cosgrave, accompanied by many 
members of the Cabinet, Senators, and 
members of the Dail, officers of the Civic 
Guard and of the Army, and many 
members of the general public, followed 
the cortége through streets which were 
lined’ with sympathetic citizens from 
Kingsbridge to Glasnevin Cemetery, where 
the remains of Sergeant Fitzsimons were 
laid to rest. From the cemetery to Nobber, 
Co. Meath, the remains of Guard Ward 
were taken, and there they will be interred 
to-day. i 

“Great, gallant souls,” said President 
Cosgrave, in an eloquent oration by the 
Sergeant's graveside, “who have sealed 
their devotion to duty and to country by 
the supreme sacrifice.’ 

THE GATHERING AT KINGSBRIDGE. 

The remains cf Guard Ward, which lay at 
Auchrim street Church overnight, were 
brought to Kingsbridge Station, there to 
await the remains of Sergeant . Fitzsimons, 
which were brought to Dublin from Cork by 
train. Shortly before the arrival of the 
train the platform was crewded with 
Ministers, members of the Dail, Senators, 
military and Civic Guard officers, and many 
sympathetic citizens. A guard of honour, 
consisting of 100 Civic Guards from the 
Phenix Park Dépét and 100 men of the 
Civic Guards (Metropolitan Division), under 
the command of Superintendent Dufly, 
Adjutant at the Dépét, was accompanied by 
the brass and reed band of the force, under 
Sergeant Lawler. An armed guard. of. in- 
fantry of the Irish Army was also present, 
with a band from the Army School of Music, 
under the condactorship of Bandmaster 
Doyle. 

When the train arrived the coffin, which 
was covered with the tricolour, was reverently 
borne out of the van by the pall-bearerts, 
all tall sergeants of the Guards, comrades 
of the deceased sergeant. ‘Lhe President and. 
his Ministers, the Senators and members of 
the Dail, stood by with bare heads, the 
guards of honour standing smartly at atten- 
tion. As the coffin was carried out to the 
roadway the military guard of honour; which 
stood with bayonets fixed and. sloped arms, 
came to the ' Presen: arms,’’ and the colour- 
bearers of the Guards dipped the flags as 
a mark of respect. 

Outside the station the funeral procession 
was formed, the Guards band in front and 
the coffins of the sergeant and the guard im- 
mediately behind. hen came the relatives 
of the deceased men in cars driven®by Civic 
Guards. They were closely followed by 
Ministers, including President Cosgrave; who 
was accompanied by Uolonel J, O'Reilly, 
Aide-de-Camp; Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister 
of Finance; Mr. Peter Hughes, Minister of 
Defence; Professor O'Sullivan, Minister: of 
Education; Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minister of 
Posts and"Telegraphs ; Mr. F. Lynch, Minister 
of Fisheries Members of the Dail and 
Senate followed, and immediately behind came 
officers of the Army and Civic Gaard> led 
by “General O’Duffy, Chief Commissioner of 
the Civic Guard, and Lieutenant-General P 
McMahon, Chief of Staff of the Army. The 
guards of honour followed, the troops carry- 
ing their arms revefsed. 

MARCH THROUGH THE STREETS. 

The procession moved off to the solemn 
music of Chopin's Funeral March, played by 
the Metropolitan Guard Band. Creat crowds 
of people had assembled at Kingsbridge and 
the route along the south quays. The pro- 
cession turned ifito Pariiament stréct and 
then through Dame street, Westmoreland 
street and Sackville street, the crowds 
respecifully saluting the cortége as it passed. 

When the cemetery was reached the coffin 
containmg the body of Sergeant Vitzsimons 
‘was borne on the shoulders of six comrades 
to the Mortuary Chapel, where the Rev. 
Father W, Lenihan, C.C., Arran quay, 
recited the Office for the Dead. This cere. 
mony over, }i was taken to the grave, which 
is situated in St. Patrick’s plot at the north 
end of the cemeter,

STORMY MEETING IN

There were stormy scenes at a meeting 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last night, 
which was held chiefly for the purpose of 
calling upon the Government to give 
effect to the recommendations of the 
Gaeltacht Commussion. 

Mr. Cathal O’Shannon, who was invited 
by the Gaelic League to address the meet- 
ing, éndeavoured to do so, but although 
he made two attempts neither was success- 
ful, the hostile element working itself 
to their greatest effort in disturbing the 
meeting. On the other hand, Mr. de 
Valera was greeted with véeciierous 
applause when he entered the Round 
Room, and any compliments distributed 
by the interrupters during the evening 
went to him. 3

tacht Commission, and appealing to the 
clergy, the Press, public bodies and public 
representatives to co-operate. in further 
ing the cause of the Gaeltacht.

TIME FOR ACTION. 

After Mr. Cormac Breathnach had opened 
the proceedings in Irish, he called upon Mr. 
de Valera, who was received with prolonged 
cheering. 

Mr. de Valera declared that the national 
ideal, no matter in what different forms” it 
might find expression at different times, 
could only mean the full development of the 
national individuality. That the national 
language was a necessary part of that in- 
dividuality’ went “without saying. 

They did not want the language as the 
speech of a section of tha people; they 
wanted it as the speech of every man and 
woman who was proud to be Irish. Time 
was pressing, and the undying glory of 
saving the language, or the eternal disgrace 
of letting it die would rest with this genera- 
tion. Li they were going to act, they must 
act quickly. The problem of the Gaeltacht 
was mainly economic, but if they solved the 
economic problem the other problems would 
solve themselves. 

“AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT.” 

When Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs,; rose to speak, he was 
greeted with boohs and hisses, and cries of 

Up de Valera.’’

(Cheers.)} We want them to get an impres- 
sion of Gaelic harmony, and I ask you not to 
show scandal to these young people. 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Walsh was then able to proceed, but 
with occasional interruptions. He said that 
that great meeting showed that, regardless of 
political feelings, they were prepared to stand 
together in defence of the language, their 
common heritage. A country without a 
language was not a country at afl. At best 
it was a province, and.no amounf of political 
liberty could alter that simple fact. Every 
man with a drop of Irish tlood in his veins 
slonid see to it that no time was list in the 
resuscitation of their native lancuage. Those

MILK AS CARRIER OF 
DISEASE. 
Se. cuig Srimhheá 
ISSUE OF LICENCES TO 
VENDORS SUGGESTED. 

Giving evidence at the meeting of the 
Committee on Milk Suply in the Free State, 
in Government Buildings, Upper 
street, ))ublin, yesterda’, Dr. W. Sterling 
Berry, Medical Inspector, Department of 
Local Government and Public Health, stated 
that the Sanitary (Veterinary Inspectors) 
19u3 Order should be made compulsory all 
over the Free State, as his experience was 
that where the Order was in force a great 
improvement had taken place. In order to 
minimise the risk of milk-born epidemics, he 
advised that the discharge from hospital of 
persons who had suffered from any disease 
which could be carried by milk should be 
notified to the County Medical Officer of 
Health. 

He recommended a rigorous inspection of 
places where cows were milked when out at 
grass, and the issue cf revocable licences to 
milk-rurveyors in the more important areas. 
He pagrestes that, when habits of cleanli- 
ness d been thoroughly .inculcated, a 
central milk dépét should’ be provided in 
large cities, where all milk intended for 
human consumption should be pasturised be- 
fore delivery. 

Mr. R. Flannery, Department of Lands and 
Agriculture, informed the Committee that the 
Bovine Tuberculosis Order of 1926 was now 
being enforced in virtually every county in 
the Free State. He described the forms of 
tuberculosis dealt with under that Order, 
and the duties of those responsible for re- 
porting affected animals to the local 
authority and the Department. He outlined 
the procedure adopted in the event of th» 
detection of such animals, and said that. 
during the seven months to October Wth 
last, out of 130 samples of suspected milk 
microscopically examined at the Department's 
laboratory, six samples were found positive 
for tuberculosis. He considered routine in- 
spection of cattle most necessary.

BuLFAST, Wednesday. 


The Motor Vehicle and Traffic (Regulations) 
Bill was considered in Committee of the 
Senate of Northern Ireland to-day. 

Senator Leslie moved an amendment to 
omit the word “ wantonly “” from the clause 
dealing with, reckless driving. He said that 
the word ‘‘'reckless’’ in the clause covered 
the matter. | 

Senator Sir George Clark thought it a 
pity to have in the bill a word not easily 


unde 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, said that they wished to cenvey in 
the bill, not merely ordinary negligence, but 
the case of the persons who knew they were 
doing wrong, were indifferent to the 
consequences. 

The amendment was negatived by ten votes 
to five. 

With reference to minimum fines for reck- 
less driving, Senator Leslie moved an amend- 
ment suggesting that the minimum penalties 
should include costs: His proposal was to 
delete the minimum fine of £1, and leave in 
the provision of a fine not exceeding £10. 

Senator Colonel Sharman Crawford said 
that he did not think shat the fines were 
high enough. He was in favour of nipping 
the reckless driving in the bud with minimum 
penalties, ' 

Sir Dawson Bates said that there were 574 
cases of reckless driving during the past 
twelve months, and in the great majority of 
cases trivial fines were imposed. Last month 
there were 90 convictions, and only in twelve 
cases were fines exceeding 10s. imposed. One 
man was fined on three occasions in one 
month, and the fines were 2s. 6d., 5s., a 
10s. Another man was fined five times, So 
long as the present system continued there 
cout be no improvement, and without the 
minimum fines the Act would be a dead 
letter, 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Senator Hill Dickson moved an amendment 
to the clause which gave the police power to 
demand the production of a driver’s licence 
at any time, and if the driver failed to 
produce it he would be fined £5 on convic- 
tion. He said that a gun licence could be 
produced within three days, and the same 
should apply to motor cars. 


MOTOR LICENCES. 


Sir Dawson Bates opposed the amendment. 
He said that the clause was exactly the same 
as in the former Act, and there was no hard- 
ship in its operation. The clause was of 
assistahce to the police in preventing the 
theft of motor cars, 

e amendment was withdrawn. 

Senator Leslie moved an amendment to 
the clause, which fixes a penalty of 
one ..month’s imprisonment in the case 
of a person who drives a motor car after 
his licence has been suspended by the Court. 
He said that it was very rare to fix in an 
Act of Parliament a minimum term of im- 
prisonment, and he moved that it be deleted, 
and that the term be left to the magistrates. 

The amendment wes negatived without a 
division. | 

Senator Leslie then moved a new sub- 
section in connection with the speed limits 
as follows:—‘*‘ A person shall not be com- 
mitted under this section for excigding any 
limit of speed merely on the opinion of one 
witness as to the rate of speed.” 

Sir Dawson Bates said that he did not 
think the amendment necessary. It was 
better not to fetter the Court in this matter.

PROTECTION OF PRINTING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr. Eason, in his reply to my letter, 
states that his views ‘ will carry weight in 
so far as they represent the real facts of the 
case,” The only inference one can draw from 
this statement is that I do not know what Í 
am talking about, and whilst, of course, Í 
may not be able to claim the same degree of 
erudition and scholarship as Mr. Eason, I can 
at least claim to be able to bring a normally 
intelligent mind to bear on what I hope is 
an impartial examination of the matter. 

Mr. Eason, either consciously or uncon- 
sciously, displays a lamentable ignorance of 
the real facts concerning the demand made 
by the trade unions and the employers when 
he states that ‘‘the Master Printers’ Associa- 
tion has not yet asked for a tariff on the raw 
material of their industries—paper, card- 
board, etc.—nor on all printed matter, which 
consists of newspapers, books, magazines,,. 
diaries, educational works, etc.”’ He is 
obviously under the impression that the 
demand made by the trade unions is. at 
variance with that made by his association. 
The contrary is the fact. At no time was 
there a demand for a tariff on the raw 
material of the. industry—paper, cardboard, 
ink, etc. It would be an impertinence on our 
part to put forward such a request, This, I 
suggest, is a matter with which the manu- 
facturers of such commodities can best deal 
themselves. In the memoranda submitted to 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce by 
the printing trade unions the following para- 
graph occurs :— 

“Under the heading of ' Books and other Printed 
Matter’ the imports of ‘newspapers’ and ' other 
sorts’ are given, but as ‘newspapers ” appear as a 
separate item it may be taken that ‘other sorts’ 
include all classes of letterpress and lithographic 
printing, and it is with the latter we are con- 
cerned,” 

This clearly proves the inaccuracy of Mr. 
Eason’s statement as set out above, 

My statement in reply to Mr. Eason’s first 
letter, that “the printing trade workers are 
not going io allow themselves to be driven 
back to the poverty line,” has, as I antici- 
pated, brought forth from him the panacea for 
our economic ills—namely, a reduction in 
wages—as, he states, “our costs of produc- ! 
tion are too high.” This, to my mind, would | 
only worsen our position, as, instead of having | 
a certain percentage of our members, as af! 
present, at the '' 
reduction, owing to the high cost of living, 
would only have the effect of driving all 
workers in the industry into that unenviable 
position. 

Mr. Eason states that our costs of produc- 
tion are too high. ‘This must of necessity 
imply that wages are too high. This is one 
of the aspects of the case that cannot, as Mr. 
Eason suggested in his first letter, ‘‘be 
argued to a satisfactery conclusion by letters 
to the Press "’; but I am prepared to prove to 
him that costs of production are not alone to 
blame for the present unemployment existing 
in the industry. 

Mr. Eason takes me to task for assuming 
that there exists a certain definite volume 
of printing work to be done, and that this can 
be secured for Dublin workers by adopting 
a protective tariff or by prohibition. In 
reference to the latter method it should 
be stated that at no time have the printin 
trade unions advocated such a means o 
dealing with this matter. Personally, I have 
become a convert to this method of dealing 
with the problem, but I must abide by the 
decision of the majority of the printing trade 
union representatives. I still maintain, how- 
ever, that it is good economics, with or 
without protection, to strive to keep in 
Dublin printing work intended for the use 
of Dublin citizens, and, I suggest further, 
and hope, that other Irish cities and towns 
will follow our example. © This is a system 
that is being effectively carried out in. other 
countries. One would imagine that such a 
campaign would have the hearty support and 
approval of all employers, and the fact that: 
Mr. Eason (himself an employer) is evidently 
opposed to such a course and prefers to keep 
his machinery idle is rather strange. His 
firm, in common with the other printing 
firms in Dublin, would benefit very materially 
if our efforts in this direction were at all 
successful, 

This is only a form of voluntary protection, 
and is intended merely as a temporary 
expedient pending the imposition of a com- 
pulsory form of protection, and one can only 
conclude that Mr. Eason’s opposition is not 
only directed to compulsory protection, but 
also to any form of voluntary effort to help 
the :ndustry.

GROWTH OF DOMESTIC 
CONSUMPTION, - 


The British Electricity Commission has com- 
piled an interesting volume of information 
with reference to the supply of electricity 
It is described as a return of engineering and 
financial statistics relating to authorised 
undertakings in Great Britain for two years 
ending March.31, 1925 (or May 15, 1925), for 
local authority undertakings, and December 
31, 1924, for company undertakings. 
Allowing for cases where the same under- 
takers hold powers of supply not only in 
England, but also in Wales or Scotland, the 
return deals with 563 separate authorised 


companies. The generating stations 
belonging to authorised undertakers num- 
bered 494, local authorities owning 281, and 
companies 213 stations. . The total capacity 
of the generating plant installed at the end 
of the year 1924-25 was 3,723,514kw. It us 
pointed out that these figures take no account 
of important new generating stations and 
numerons extensions of existing stations 
which had been sanctioned, but not com- 
pleted, within the period of the return. At 
the end of 1922-23 the total capacity of the 
plant installed was 3,093,679kw., the net addi- 
tion to the plant capacity during the two 
vears thus amounting to 629,855kw. 

The sales of electrical energy in 1925-24 
showed an increase of 18.7 per cent., and in 
1924-25 an increase of 35.5 per cent. on the 
figures for 1922-23. A comparison with the 
previous réturn shows that there has been a 
progressive increase in the number of units 
sold in each year. following the period of 
severest industrial depression in 1921-22. 
‘Taking that year as a basis, it is stated that 
the developments 
were represented by a ise 0 
cent. in the units sold for lighting 
domestic purposes, and a total increase of 
nearly 68 per cent. in the unius sold for 
power purposes, notwithstanding that. normal 
conditions of trade had not been restored. 
For Great Britain as a whole, on the basis 
of the estimated population of 43.6 million 
in 1924, the sales of electricity by all autho 
rised undertakers in 1924-25 represented an 
average consumption of approximately 117 
units per head of population, as com ed 
with a figure of 88 units per head in 1922-25. 
It is added that these figures, which relate 
only to the public, supply of electricity, do 
not constitute an accurate measure of the 
total consumption of electricity in Great 
Britain, owing to the existence of numerous 
stations not belonging to authorised under- 
takers at which large supplies are generated 
for traction, colliery, and other industrial

In 1924-25 the electricity supply industry 
gave direct employment to over 41,000 staff 
aud workmen on generation, distribution, and 
administration, the total salaries and wages 
charged to revenue account smounting to

The Dublin Commissioners adopted a re- 
port relative to the position of Borotieh Sur. 
veyor by Mr. Commissioner Hernon. who 
said that in February, 1925, Mr. Michael A 
Moynihan was appointed temporarily to act 
as Borough Surveyor from the lat April 
1925. In December, 1925. a scale of £750 to 
£1,000 per annum was attached to the posi-

limitation in security and authority which is 
unsatisfactory both to the Acting Borough 
Surveyor and to the best interests of the 
Corpora*‘ion in ¢onnection with the adminis- 
tration of his responsible office.
